HAD AN ATTACK OF GRIP 


HE PASSED HALF A CENTURY IN 
ST. LOUIS, 


Painted the Portraits of the Oldest and 
Best Families and Gave to the 
World Many Beautiful 
Oil Paintings. 


Louis Schultze, artist, whose works both 
in portrait and history adorn the walls of 
parlors and libraries in some of the resi- 
dences of the oldest and best. families of 
St. Louis, died in his apartments at 1017 
Grattan street Wednesday, aged 80 years. 
Death was due to grip, contracted, it is 
believed, by the aged artist while on his 
way to and from the opera, it having been 
his custom for years to ¥isit-Music Hall-at 
least once a week, so fond was he of music. 
Great tribute is paid the dead painter 
by Johannes Schumacher, the artist, whose 
studio is at Eighteenth and Chouteau aven- 
ue. To the Post-Dispatch Mr. Schumacher

“IT regarded Louis Schultze as the greatest 
artist of the old school tn America, and 
when I say of the old school, I wish to im- 
ply an additional compliment, as I regard it 
far ahead of the new. 

“Mr. Schultze numbered among his friends 


and was a fellow-student in the city of his 
birth, Berlin, of Gustave Richter, Knauss 
and Schodro, noted artist of Germany. He 
came to America, I believe, when 30 years 
of age, and his best work was done here, 
but he left many valuable paintings jin the 
old country.

PENSION BILL REPORTED. 


Senate Committee Favors Allowance of 
$30 for Total Disability. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The House com- 
mittee on invalid pensions has favorably 
reported the bill of Representative Cal- 
derhead of Kansas as follows: 

“All persons who are eligible for pen- 
sions at the rate of $12 per month under

KISSES AND EMBRACES THE PRIS- 
ONER IN COURT. 


The Second Trial of the New York Den- 
tist Accused of Killing Dollie 
Reynolds Fairly Begun 
Today.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—With the jury 
completed and in their seats ready to hear 
evidence, Dr. Sampel J. Kennedy appeared 
today in the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme Court before Justice Fursman for 
the second time to go on trial] for his life 
for the murder of the beautiful ‘‘Dolly’’ 
Reynolds in the Grand Hotel tn August, 
1898. 

Every eye in the thronged courtroom 
was turned upon the door of the prison 
pen as it swung open. As becomes a man 
who sees a new lease of life ahead of him, 
he entered briskly, confidently, smiling. 

Between two brawny guards the prisoner 
walked, faultlessly dressed, carrying a gray 
fedora hat in his left hand, extending his 
right for just an instant to his father-in- 
law, Samuel Baton, as he hurried on to his

Kennedy was convicted and sentenced 
to imprisonment for life. 

There was a slight stir in the crowded 
room. WPWnter a tall, gray-haired man, his 
face white and wan with grief, deep lines 
of care upon his countenance, a very picture 
of despaltr. 

And with him, as cheerful as he was de- 
spairing, a handsome, matronly young

Never for a ma- 
ment has this woman wavered in her fealty 
to the man whom a great majority of the 

ublic, and the jury who heard all the evi- 

ence regard as a murderer. 

While there is a smal! elemen of mystery 
in the case, which attracts public attention, 
the loyalty of the wife is the striking inci- 
dent of the tragedy’s sequel. 

Lawyers Cantwell and Moore, counse! for 
Dr. Kennedy, as well as the dentist him- 
self and his pretty little wife, are positive 
he will be acquitted. The defense has sev- 
eral hew witnesses, among them fhree cab 
drivers. One will swear that he took Doffy 
Reynolds from the Grand Hotel on the 
night of the murder, and that she was ac- 
companied by a man who was not Dr. 
Kennedy. The other two will swear that 
they have known Dr. Kennedy for years, 
that they met him at St. George shortly 
after midnight on the night.of the murder 
and asked him whether he would like to 
drive home. 

The prosecution claims that Dolly Rey- 
nolds was alive at that hour and that Ken- 
nedy killed her later.

INFLUENCING CHINA’S THRONE. 


Two of the Chief Eunuchs Are Urging 
Retalitatory Measures. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., Feb. 7.—According 
to advices brought by the steamer Empress 
of China, conservative and reactionary in- 
fluences are making themselves felt more 
and more in the neighborhood of the Chi- 
nese throne at Hsian, and the only hope of 
giving effect to liberal counsels is to in- 
duce their majesties to move either to Wu 
Chang or Nan King, where they would be 
in direct contact with the Yangtse Valley. 
The name of another eunuch is mentioned 
as having acquired dominant infiuence in 
the Empress Dowager'’s entourage. 

The two eunuchs, now said to be supreme, 
are Li Twain and Li Tien Yuan. They have 
formed a combination of the most powerful 
viceroys and governors of China to drive 
out all foreigners, especially Russians. Ths 
movement is said to have been accelerated 
by the instructions issued by Prince Ching 
to the Chinese troops in Chi Li, in accord- 
ance with his promise to Field Marshal 
Von Waldersee, directing the Chinese 
troops to abstain from all movement 
against foreigners or peaceful Chinese.

Paris Réstaurateur to Give 
Important Testimony. 


ANOTHER MAN HAD A MOTIVE 


HE MAY HAVE KILLED YOUNG 
DAY INSTE«.D OF THE ACCUSED. 


Gov. Dockery Issues a Statement, Giv- 
and Sympathy for the Prisoner 
May Make Further Selections 
More Difficult. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 7.—Two 
more jurors, making six in all, have been 
secured to try Frank Hamilton on the 
charge of having stabbed Leonard Day to 
death. Marked sympathy for the accused is 
evinced by most of the talesmen examined. 

The belief is gaining ground that he 
stands before the people of the city as a 
scapegoat for a man whose name has not 
yet been connected in any way with the 
killing of young Day. The claim is now 
made that two witnesses have been found 
who were present when Day was killed, 
who up to the preesnt time have kept out 
of the way. They are prepared to tell a 
story so startling, it is said, that the case 
against the prisoner will fall flat. 

Two special venires have already been ex- 
hausted, and it is believed the work of se- 
curing the rest of the jurors will be much 
harder than the work thus far accom- 
plished. . 

Many women have been sending flowers 
to the jail and to the courthouse in the 
hope that they would reach Hamilton, but 
at the request of the young man none of 
the gifts are ever brought into his presence.

He advanced with the typical stride of 
the athlete, a long ee peor step that is 
ce of the man’s most marked character- 
stics.

Hamilton came originally from the State 
of New York, where his people were of 
the aristocracy, being connected with the 
Astors, the Belmonts and other noted 
families. One of his uncles, Daniel A. Da- 
vis of New York, is worth in the neighbor- 
hood of $10,000,000, It is said, and he has sent 
an attorney on from New York to see that 
the interests of his nephew are properly 
cared for. 

The salary Hamilton received from the 
Times was a mere bagatelle compared to 
his income from other sources, and it was 
a standing joke among his associates that 
he could easily raise enough money to huy 
out the average daily newspaper outside 
of New York or Chicago. or hii to 
spend from $50 to $100 for an evening's:

County jail his cell has been aranstoranea 
from a cheerless pace of detention into al- 
most a palace. andsome rugs grace the 
floor and from the walls hang costly pic- 
tures, while on polished tables repose all 
of the latest magazines and books.

Each man had with him a party of his 
friends. With Day were Fred George and 
Char Force, while with Hamilton were 
several newspaper men, two or three bank 
clerks and two traveling men from St. 
Louis—William Bennett and A. H. Barbe. 
Day, George and Force were engaged in a 
game of billiards when Hamilton and his 
friends entered the room. Some one ad- 
dressed Hamilton by name, and immediate- 
ly Day asked for an introduction to him. 
This was given, and the young millionaire 
at once declared in loud tones: “You are 
the man I have been looking fur, -— you.” 
Then the name of a woman—Miss Carrie 
Hogle—was uttered, and both men were 
ready for battle. Miss Hogle is a hand- 
some brunette, the daughter of a well- 
known physician and a leader in the young- 
er social circles of the city. Following the 
mention of her name the voices of the two 
men were raised in anger, and almost be- 
fore the others in the room realized what 
was happening Hamilton and Day were en- 
gaged in a desperate struggle. Friends in- 
terfered and the combatants shook hands, 
but a few minutes later they engaged in a 
second struggle and Day was killed.

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YELLOW FEVER SCAUSE 


- 


MEDICAL MEN DECIDE THAT MOS- 
QUITOES SPREAD IT.: 


A DISTINCT SPECIES OF INSECT 


It Is Smaller Than the Malaria Propa- 
gator and Carries the Germ for 
Fifty Days or More. 


HAVANA, Feb. 7.—An interesting paper 
was read before the Pan-American Medi- 
cal Congress by Dr. Reed on the propaga- 
tion of yellow fever by mosquitoes. The spe- 
cific cause of yellow fever still continued 
unknown, he said, but the work of the yel- 
low fever commission at Quemados had con- 
clusively proved in his opinion that the 
mosquito served as an intermediary in con- 
veying the disease, the spread of which 
was due to this medium alone. The com- 
mission had concluded, therefore, Dr, Reed 
added, that the disinfection of gee was 
not only unnecessary, but useless, owing to 
the impossibility of contagion from suc 
source, 

“The experiments of the commission 
showed,” said Dr. Reed, ‘“‘that the mosquito 
is unable to propagate the disease until 
12 days after being infected and is only in- 
fected by biting a yellow fever patient dur- 
ing the first two days of the patient's ill- 
ness. The same result was found by inject- 
ing the blood of a yeilow fever patient into 
a healthy system. Blood taken after the 
first two days’ illness does not affect the 
second subject. 

‘The length of time during which a mos- 
quito can retain the poisonous germ has 
not yet beén determined, but an instance 
came under the observation of the com- 
mission where a mosquito after 61 days in- 
fected a subject with a pronounced case of 
vellow fever. The mosquito of the yellow 
fever type is smaller than the mosquito of 
the malaria type. It is a distinct species 
and propagates day and night. 

On the motion of Dr. Wilde a movement 
has been started to induce the American 
governments to send delegates to a congress 
called particularly for the purpose of study- 
ing yellow fever, the delegates to remain in 
session several months.

CAL, NOT LAW-ENFORCING. 


He Invited the Joint Legislative 
Committee to Visit this City and

Gov Dockery Issues a Statement, Giv- 
ing His position on the Question 
of St. Louis Appointments. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—Taking 
the floor on the question of personal priv- 
llege in the House yesterday evening 
Speaker James H. Whitecotton referred tv 
the published report that he had abandoned 
his former position on franchise legislation. 
He stated that it was still his belief that 
a franchise law was unnecessary, in view 
of the current statute covering the taxation 
of franchises. 
Mr. Whitecotton said: ‘‘Tax all corpora- 
tions. That is my idea. Why, make fish 
of one and flesh of another? Of course, the 
small corporation shduld only be assessed 
in proportion to the large corporation.” 
The members of the General Assembly 
are waiting to hear from Gov. Dockery. 
The Senate franchise bill, prepared, pre- 
sumably, by Senators Martin and Clay, has 
been under consideration by the governor 
since Tuesday night. An official opinion is 
desired. 
It was reported today that Gov. Dockery 
is engaged on a special message to the 
Legislature, dealing with the subject of 
franchise legislation. He intimated to the 
Post-Dispatch some days ago that such a 
communication might be expected. 
Speaker Whitecotton’s declaration that 
the present statute allows authority and 
rovides the methods for taxing franchises 
S immensely pleasing to the opponents of 
a franchise tax law. 
For some time yesterday Col. Phelps was 
in consultation with Senator Martin of 
Saline, who helped to get at the Senate’s 
new franchise bill. 
At the conclusion Martin made this state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch: “Mr. Phelps 
don’t agree ‘with my idea on this subject 
at all. He says the measure prepared 
is not what he wants.’’ 
The Senator did not explain why he con- 
sulted Col. Phelps before submitting the 
franchise bill to Gov. Dockery which was 
done an hour later. 
The decision of Judge Henry of Kansas 
City that the state has no power to tax 
the franchise of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. promises to help solve the ques- 
tion of franchise taxation at this session. 
Thé courts have decided that the state can 
enforce the 2 per cent tax it now collects

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 7.—During 
the course of his address before the joint 
criminal jurisprudence committee of the 
House and Senate last night on the bills 
to amend the present dramshop laws and 
suppress the wineroom evil, Rev. Father 
-James' T. Coffee, rector of St. John’s 
Church and president of the St. Louis Anti- 
Wineroom Crusade, made this statement: 

“The wineroom vice in St. Louis is in- 
describable. The police department is more 
political than law-enforcing. The police 
courts of our city are cesspools of iniquity. 
If the members of the Missouri Legislature 
could come to’ St. Louis they would blush 
with shame at the terrible condition ex- 
isting there. 

“IT hope the members of the committee 
will visit St. Louis. It will do you good, 
gentlemen. Before you are 50 yards out- 
side Union Station you will realize that 
the peace and morality-loving people of St. 
Louis are ridden with an abominable curse. 

“You need not be afraid that the dive- 
keepers will in anticipation of the passage 
of a stringent law, calculated to suppress 
their nefarious practices, prepare for your 
coming. This element fears neither the law 
nor the officer of the law and proclaim their 
belief that there is no power in this state 
to stop the reign of ruining the young peo- 
ple of Missouri's great metropolis.”

Father Coffey if he had noticed any change 4 
in the St. S.onis situation since James M. 
Seibert was made excise commissioner. 

“T think.” replied Father Coffey, ‘that 
Mr. Seibert has not had a fair opportunity 
yet to demonstrate what he will do to sup- 
press winerooms.

The present police board has not 
worked in harggony with the excise com- 
missioner, and without their co-operation 
all efforts amount to nothing.

Partisans of the faction which seek to 
bring about the disincorporation of the city 
of Ferguson, claim they have already se- 
cured the required number of signers to 
their petition and in a few days it will be 
presented to the county court. 

‘We have about 160 signers to our peti 


tion to disincorporate,”’ said Eugene Miller 
to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘and that is enough. 
It is not because we are not a progressive 
people that we seek to overthrow the pres- 
ent municipal government. And the trou- 
ble does not owe its origin to the suits 
that were brought to coliect the taxes. 

‘We wish to disincorporate because we 
think we would be better off. The real 
trouble dates back to about six months 
aft@ér we were incorporated in 1895, when 
we first realized that we were to be trans- 
formed from a peaceful, ha; community 
into a western boom town, .“w: its attenda- 
ant vagaries. 

‘We did not want to issue bonds to 


that had no sewers, nor no money to buy 
them. We did not want special tax bills 
to reconstruct streets and to bring them 
to grade at a cost of from $1 to $3 per 
foot in front of pastures that would not 
brin 7% cents a front foot unless the 
World’s Fair were located on them 

“Then, the tax levy of 50 cents on the 
$100 is iliegal. The law provides that a city 
of the fourth class, with a popuiation of less 
than 1000, can levy only 25 cents on the $100 
for municipal taxes. Now the census [for 
1900 shows that last June there were 1015 

rsons in Ferguson. The suits were 

rought for taxes of 1895 and 1896. Certainly 
at that time there were not 1000 persons in 
Ferguson. The fact that all of the suits 
for personal taxes were tried by a jury inp 
Justice Pollard’s court and that the “ny 
lost was not mentioned by the mayor in 
his presentation of facts. 

‘When we were a community and not a 
city we had about $15,000 worth of good 
streets and rock roads. Now cary are 
washed away. The oldest inhabitant has no 
remembrance of any repairs on the side- 
walks since we became-a city. It is true 
we have street crossings—about $200 worth. 
They were placed after the streets became 
canals and they will stand as monuments 
to the late lamented city government. 

“We are a city with four wards and two 
aldermen from each ward. But these city 
officials cannot make ends meet. The fact 
is that the taxable property within the cor- 
porate limits of the city of Ferguson is not 
of sufficient value at the rate fixed bv law 
to furnish sufficient revenue with which to 
run a city. We would be much better off 
as a part.of the great and prosperous St. 
Louis County. which does keep its streets 
and roads in first-class condition. 

“Whenever a lawbreaker is found in our 
community—that is. a common drunk or 
some other such petty off-nder—we are in 
a bad fix. If we commit him to our cala- 
boose in the winter he will freeze; in the 
summer he will suffocate. We have no rock

Gov. Dockery Proposes a Con- 
stitutional Amendment 


URGES A PERMANENT FUND 


CERTIFICATES TO BE PERPETUAT- 


ED BY CHANGE IN THE LAW. 


The Governor Says that the Question 
Is Above Party Advantages and 
Should Be Met in a Busi- 
ness Way. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
JEFFERSON .CITY, Mo., Feb. 7.—Gov. 
Dockery sent to the Genera! Assembly to- 
day a special message recommending the 
submission of a constitutional amendment 
providing for the permanent establishment 
of the state school fund certificates, which 
are now a part of the public debt of the 
State and amount to $4,393,839.42. 

These certificates bear interest at the 
rates of 5 and 6 per cent, involving an an- 
nual interest charge of $250,001.97, of which 


of the public schools and $63,011.97 to main- 
tain the State University. 

The governor states that according to 
the present law the school fund shall be 
invested either in bonds of the state of 
Missouri or of the United States and that 


at least $250,000 of the public debt shall be 
retired annually. 

In view of this latter fact he adds that 
the only remaining opportunity for the in- 
vestment of the certificates thus required 
will be in national government bonds, un- 
less some provision is made by the people 
to perpetuate the certificates. 

The governor then says: 

“The issue confronting us is clear and 
distinct. It rises above any question ot 
mere party advantage or disadvantage. It 
should be met on that broad public spirit 
which actuated and guided the faithful 
representatives of the people, who, irre- 
spective of party. established the policy 
which for 30 years has materially contribu- 
ted to the growth and development of this 
said fund.”’ 

The present school-fund investment, the 
governor insists, is safe and businesslike 
and should be perpetuated by a constitu- 
tional amendment to be submitted at the 
next election.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The White 
Hlouse resembles the halls of Congress, 
with all the senators and representatives in 
joint session. The number of congressional 
callers looking for army jobs for constit- 
wents broke all previous office-seeking rec- 
ords, the crowd being so great that many 
representatives, after waiting for an hour 
or more, are obliged to go away without 
seeing the President. 

Senators, of course, are given preference, 
@nd nearly every member of the upper 
house tries to get in a word for his favorite. 

There was bitter disappointment when it 
was learned that the President construes 
the law as liniiting appointments to the 
grade of captains in the commissary and 

uartermaster’s departments to officers now 
n the regular army in the grade of lieu- 
tenants or to those who now hold volunteer 
commissions in the army in those depart- 
ments. 

The “sons of somebody’’ who are willing 
to accept lieutenancies are without limit.

It developed today that Gen. Wade has a 
slim chance of being made a major general 
at this time, despite the fact that he is the 
senior brigadier general and the first who 
was entitled to promotion to the higher 
grade.

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be underfed, overworked, kicked, cuffed, 
flogged and driven to some overt act for 
which he could be shot down. The idea was 


to strike terror to the heart of the criminal] 
classes, but it acted just to the contrary, 
Although the courts inflicted the severest 
sentences, crime steadily increased. I did 
not set out to discuss the policy, however, 
but to tell you an adventure. 

When 50 or more convicts were ready for 
Botany Bay the government would hire a 
sailing vessel to transport them. [I have 
seen them go in fifties; ees I have seen 215 
on board of one ship. A ‘Transport ship was 
fitted up between decks as a prison, the 
space being divided off by two iron grat- 
ings, and every 20 men were in marys ofa 
captain—one of their own number. The lot 
were in charge of a surgeon appointed by 
the government to go with the ship. In ail 
matters affecting the convicts every man on 
the ship was bound to obey the surgeon. 
The crew had muskets and cutlasses dealt 
out to them, and a certain number had to 
Stand guard as the various gangs were 
brought on deck to be exercised. If the 
surgeon was a thorough man he.got his 
“consignment’’ through in good order, but 
if he was not there was sure to be an out- 
break of malignant type which sometimes 
carried off halt the lot. I knew one ship to 
lose 47 convicts out of 6 and with them li 
of the crew. 

The ship “Silver Queen,’’ Capt. James, 
had contracted to carry out 128 Botany Bay 
convicts, and this was my second year 
aboard of her as an apprentice. A day or 
two before we left England I reached my 
fifteenth year and was a pretty solid lad for 
my age. As I remember the lot, about 50 
were sentenced for manslaughter, the same 
number for robbery and burglary and the 
others were made up of forgers, embez- 
zlers, incendiaries and so on. There were 
two in the lot who had escaped from the 
Bay and finally found their way back to be 
recaptured. Taken as a whole, the lot was 
said to be the worst one ever sent out, and 
the ship carried an extra officer and four 
extra hands. The prison part took up one- 
half of the space between decks. Every 
morning and evening, when the weather 
would permit, 20 men at a time were al- 
lowed to come up for ten minutes’ exercise. 

Boy-like, my sympathies were with the 
convicts. No matter what they had done, 
the idea that they were going off to a living 
death settled the matter with me. The dis- 
cipline of the ship was very strict, but I 
found several opportunities to show my 
good will. When on duty below I passed 
them tobacco, gave them the news from 
above and winked at their disobedience of 
rules. Every convict gang had its leader. 
The leader of this one was a man named 
Harry Small—one of the escaped Botany 
Bays who was betng returned. He was a 
quiet fellow, ht ea and’ crafty, and 
when he saw that I leaned his way he one 
day asked me for pencil and paper. I gave 
them to him and he wrote a note which I 
afterward delivered to a sailor before the 
mast. I did all this out of pure sympathy, 
having not the slightest idea that there was 
any wrong in it. 

Nothing whatever occurred on the voyage 
to the Cape of Good Hope. All the officers 
were agreeably disappointed in the behavior 
of the convicts, which was so exemplary 
that not a man had been flogged or im- 
prisoned in the black hole. I heard our cap- 
tain say that it was almost as fine as mak- 
ing a regular voyage out. I said nothing 
whatever occurred. 1 meant among the con- 
victs. It afterward transpired that there 
was an excitement among the crew for- 
ward. The sailor to whom I had delivered 
the note had secretly declared to his mates 
that the surgeon had predicted an outbreak 
of fever after leaving the Cape. The con- 
sequence was that seven of them deserted 
at Cape Town and the same number of new 
hands were shipped. I could never see 
where the sailor had any hand in it, but we 
certainly lost by the exchange. We lost sev- 
en Englishmen, while those who filled their 
places were Portuguese and half-breed 
Dutchmen, and as dirty a set as you ever 
saw aboard a ship. 

In leaving the cape we stood to the south- 
east for a hundred miles, and then laid 
the course straight for Point Davey, on the 
southernmost end of Tasmania Land, this 
course being only two points from due east. 
In this run, clear across the Indian Ocean, 
we should pass a hundred miles to the 
south of the island of St. Paul. That and 
Amsterdam island are the only two within 
500 miles of the course. 

I was on guard below for four hours every 
other day. On such occasion Small asked me 
for the run of the ship. I could nearly al- 
ways give it to him, as I heard it from 
some of the officers. We had been out a 
week when he asked me about the island of 
St. Paul. I had an old chart, on whicn it 
was putedown as uninhabited. He asked 
how close we would run to it, and that | 
find out, if possible, when we were at the 
nearest point. Had I been older I should 
not have been deceived. I was only a lad— 
and a green one at that—and, as I told you 
nt + I felt a deep sympathy for the con- 
victs. 

It was on a Tuesday night that I over- 
heard the captain say to the surgeon that if 
the wind held we would be opposite St. 
Paul by noon next day. The wind did hold, 
and at 10 o'clock next forenoon I went on 
duty below, and at once gave Small the

The 
club is nothing more nor less than a self- 
appointed body which arbitrarily assumes 
dictation in turf matters, not necessarily 
for the good of all racing interests, but 
because of the interests its members repre- 
sent. 

Its powers are derived from no authorita- 
tive source, and it is, in appearance, repre- 
sentative rather of track than of turf af- 
fairs. Whatever good may come of its ex- 
istence, and it appears that the organiza- 
tion has its advantages, will be incidental 
and not premeditated. It did not owe its 
origin to a desire to help racing as a 
sport, but was prompted by a necessity of 
self-preservation. 

If owners and breeders, who, at least, 
should have an interest in legislative and 
udicial turf bodies, object to the Western 

ockey Club on the ground of non-repre-

NON-PARTISAN PUBLIC WELFARE

Amendments to the City Charter Pro- 
posed at the Committee’s Meet- 
ing arid a Report Will be 
Sent to the Legislature.

THOUGHT TO HAVE FOUND VAIL- 
UABLE STRATA. 


IT IS LOCATED IN OAXACA 


The Find Recalls Several Diamond 
Mine Swindles That Were Success- 
ful in the Past. 


PHENIX, Ariz., Feb. 7.—Following close 
upon the recent reported finds of diamonds 
in the southern part of Oaxaca, Mexico, 
and the discoveries of diamondiferous stone 
in lower New Mexico, comes the news of 


the uncovering of diamond bearing strata 
at two points in the northern part of Mexi- 
co. A letter was received here yesterday 
by stockholders of the Ponce de Leon mine, 
in the Montezuma District, Sonora, Mexico, 
Stating that the finding of diamond indiea- 
tions there had caused considerable excite- 
ment. Three days ago one of the owners 
of the Oposura mine passed through Phe 
nix and told of similar discoveries in that 
property south of the Ponce de Leon mine. 
Both @wf these properties embrace copper 
claims which have never been worked prof- 
itably. Most of the stock ig held in New 
York and in Illinois. From both mines 
samples of the rock, which is believed to 
be diamond bearing, have been sent to New 
York for examination by experts.

On several previous occasions there have 
been report diamond finds in the West. 
Twenty-five years ago great excitement was 
caused by alleged discoveries of diamonds 
in Arizona and New Mexico. An eastern 
swindler ‘‘salted’’ a hole in the ground, 
using for the purpose a stalactite forma- 
tion resembling diamonds in the rough. 
He secured the backing of eastern and San 
Francisco capitalists, but the fraud was 
uncovered by an expert and the swindler 
fled from the countr}. About the same time 
a Kentuckian, Arnold by name, bought up 
$40,000 worth of cheap diamonds and plant- 
ed them in an eruptive country in Montana. 
He created an excitement, persuaded a 
number of San Francisco men to go to the 
scene of the reported diamond discovery 
and let them find diamonds brought to the 
surface by unts. He was offered $150,000 for 
5l per cent of the stock of his company, 
an offer which met with a prompt refusal. 
Later in New York he refused $200,000 cash. 
Victims in the latter place and in San 
Francisco formed a pool and paid him $300,- 
ooo for his, interest. Arnold returned to 
Kentucky and the buyers soon discovered 
that the mine was a fraud.
